A HEAVY reduction in passenger rates 
is announced by the Now York Central 
management, owing, it in said, to cut- 
ting under by rival lines Reading west 
from Boston.

Witness sold the 'bonds and found the 
stock was worthless. He traded some 
of the bonds for land and some ha 
loaned a friend. Witness knows noth- 
ing whatever of the 1875 bonds of that 
road going into the Union Pacific com- 
pany'a hands. Never heard of it until 
he read recently in the papers and 
knows nothing of Blaine's connection! 
with them. Witness heard that bonds 
were selling for sixty to. seventy cents 
in 1371, and tried, to sell his for that;

summons, appeared this morning before 
the committee on expenditures in j the 
war department, to testify in relation to 
the allegations against Speaker Kern 
The committee postponed the examina- 
tion till 1 o'clock.

informed Harney he need not leave the 
room as he could rest upon a sofa and 
darken the room and a guard plac- 
ed at the door to prevent visitors 
knocking for admission. This accom- 
modation was agreeable to witness, and 
he remained.

reassembled, Kerr, Morrison, 'Scott, 
Lord, Hereford, Springer and other 
members of the house were present.—i 
When asked about the payment'of immi. 
ey, Haruey refused to testify, and whee 
totd he would be compelled, he asked 
time to consider, by advice of counsel. 


Kerr said if witness knew anything 


relating to him he was willing.be should 
tell the truth about it.

then said that he met Green in

lars, which witness paid into Kerr's 
hands in the corridor east of the hall of 
the house, and Kerr put it in his pock. 
ct. Witness said: "I am now ready ,to 
be cross-questioned by 'Mr. Kerr on 
this matter." 


Barney's story, in detail, is as fol- 


lows : Green had told witness that if 
he could procure an army commission 
for liim, he would pay 'Witness for it. 
Witness saw Ken about it. Kerr said 
he had already made a recommendation 
for his district, but the candidate had 
not yet come forward. Green told wit- 
ness he would pay Kerr to procure him 
an appointment., Kerr seemed pleased, 
but wanted Green to procure a Demo- 
cratic endorsement, so that if any of 
his constituent* should question the 
propriety of the appointment, he might 
say it was by Democratic influence. 
Green got the reeomendations and wit- 
ness asked Kerr how much money he 
diust pay. Korr said it was worth five 
hundred dollars if it was worth any-, 
thing. Witness thought Green might 
raise four hundred dollars, which did 
not seem to please'Kerr. Subsequently 
witness qnd Green made up the amount 
to four hundred and flfty dollors, in ten 
and twenty dollar bills. Witness kept 
the money in his pocket three or four 
days, *Qne afternoon, about 4 o'clock, 
Kerr csme to him while on duty 
at the east door of.the house, and said,' 
"Harney, I will take that money now." 
Witness gave the money to him and 
he pocketed it, and remarked he was 
going to the war department. About 


two months ago, Moore called on wit- 


BSTTitfi anonymous letters written to 


Kenr, which witnote knew nothing of. 
iWitnew avoided coming before the 
committee, but was finally driven to it

On cross examination, Ilarney said 


this was the first time he ever approach- 
ed Kerr on any business. 


After the examination for to-day, 


Speaker Kerr, 'by his own request 
made a brief sworn statement, denying 
eveythmg this witness said affecting his 
character. He never knew this wit- 
ness in his life, though he might have 
introduced him. He further said :_ I 
never consciously exchanged on 3 min- 
ute's conversation, with that person. I 
never knew him, und he was never in 
my room. 
Of.coursel never received 


any money from him or anyone else. 


Mr. Crosby, chief elerk of the war 


department, produced papers in relation 
to Augustus Green. The court attest- 
ed to Kerr's belief of Green'B fit»w 
for the office of second lieutenant of 
the United States army, and recom- 
mended his appointment next. 
The 


second paper was (torn Nelson Taylor, 
addressed to the war department, ask- 
ing a Mturn of ths papers he had filed 
fit behalf of Green. These papers were 
re turned, and-afterward gUen by Green 
to Kerr.*>t T-he (fhwd paper-wad one flleU 
with the President by Hon. Meyer 
Strouse, requesting the appointment of 
Green. The fourth paper was address- 
fed1 »to. thd. nee'retafy of war, by Kerr, 
dated July 31, as follows: 


Will you have the kindness to send 


commission of Augustus P. Green to 
address, at Madison avenue, New York 
city. He was nominated by me.

The general rcpl'id that Augustus P. 
Green was a first lieutenant of the

volunteers. Adjournodjtill Wednesday. 


The testimony of A. P. Green, in 


the above, taken in secret session, Sat 
urday, was given to the press, to-day.

standing with Kerr that he was to pay 
for the appointment. Witness further 
testified that previous to his introduc- 
tion to Kerr, Harney had spoken of 
other congressmen through whom he 
hoped to get witness an appointment, 
and had introduced him to one whose 
name he had forgotten, but nothing 
came of it.

He did not believe that Kerr 
received this money.

points. Ilarney, on returning to his 
hotel, this afternoon, said that be had 
been before the committee, and on be- 
ing asked whether be had been scalped, 
replied, no, bnt I havejkilled the dem- 
ocratic party. Much sympathy ia ex- 
pressed for Speaker Kerr, he being in 
very feeble condition of health.
